our steam fire department, aud the question of 


merits, comparative and actual, is before our 
citizens, a brief description of the “‘ Little Giant” 
may interest our readers. It is a machine 


fire box. The latter is, in the clear, 3 feet high 
by 3 feet 4 in. across the rear, being rounded to- 
ward the front of the machine. This fire box is 
entirely surrounded by water, the chamber 
ranging from seven-eighths to 1 inches in 
thickness. 
Above the fire box the space is divided into 
one Rundred and ‘ninety-nine flues or tubes, It 
inches in diameter, and 23 inches in length. 
Above these is an open chamber 3 feet in diam, 
eter and 18 inches high, compressed in the cen- 
sor at the latter height to 14 inches, forming the 
flue through the sten) dome, and connecting 
with the short smoke stack.
